Make A Home on the Farm 


A Farm Must Be Self-supporting Be- 
fore A Farmer Can Become A 


Contented Home-maker 
One cause of the present 


unrest 


among the farming population of the | 


west is the lack of home times. What 
do I mean by that? I mean, that the 
average settler in the semi-arid  re- 
gion regards himself as a temporary 
occupant of the land rather than as a 
peynanent fixture—a permanent citi- 
zen of the country. As a result of 
this feeling he has not developed the 
home-making trait. He intends to 
get a big crop sometime and sell out 
lto someone from the east. No coun- 
ltry can be prosperous until the farm- 
lers have a settled determination not 
only to live in the country but to die 
there. A community without grave- 
yard is an uncertain quantity. 

The farm home must_ be, self-sup- 
porting. The farmer who sells his 
|hogs and buys ham and bacon, who 
sells his cream and buys butter and 
the farmer who raises cattle and lives 
on condensed milk, will never become 
a contented home-maker. 

A one-crop system will never devel- 
op a contented community. The 
farmer must first of all be a “nester” 
—he must be rooted to his farm in so 
far as he regards it as a home for him- 
self and his family. 

A wheat farm will never become a 
home, neither will a cattle- ranch nor 
a sheep ranch. A farm home that 
is sustained by a few cows, hens, hogs, 
sheep and sufficient of other stock, in- 


cluding goats, to consume the forage 
of the farm will hold a contented fam- 
ily. And without contentment 
is no permanence. 

The last three years have demon- 
strated the futility of trying to de- 
velop a country with one crop, The 
\farmers of the so-called dry farming 


there 


|states must diversify their crops, plant 
lcorn, Sudan grass, millet, rye, barley 
and other crops that can be fed on 
the place. Then get by any means 
possible the stock to feed it up and 
and there will be no returning to the 
homes in the east and middle west. 

A farm home without chickens and 
calves, and pigs and lambs, and colts 
is like a home without children. It 
is a misortune for any child to be 
born and raised on a farm that is not 
stocked with animal pets. 

The farm home must be self-sus- 
taining. We must get back to some 
of the customs of our fathers when 
nearly everything that needed 
by the family was produced at home; 
when the family made its own sugar, 
raised its own honey, killed its meat 
and made its butter and soap, when 
ithe cellar was filled with everything 
that was good to eat, and the garret 
with dried fruit, We as farmers may 
be forced to go back to the days of 
spinning and weaving to clothe the 
jfamily, for at the present rate’ of in- 
icrease of cost there will be no other 
way. We must abandon the idea that 
the farm is a factory and make of it 
a home where we can live and escape 
to some degree the profiteer — we 
must make a home of the farm, —

ARE WARNED TO BEWARE 
OF GRASSHOPPERS THIS YEAR 


E. H. Strickland Presses on Board of Trade Need of 


Early Preventive Measures—Farmers Should 


Organize—-Conditions so Far Ideal for Propagation 
of the Pest—Governments Being Asked to Help-— 
Local Committee is Named. 


Lethbridge district is facing the 
prospect of a plague of grasshoppers 
this summer. 8. H. Strickland, Do 
minion entomologist, told . members 
of the board of trade at the noon lun- 
cheon Thursday that unless precau- 
tions are taken no crop will be har- 
vested next fall in this district. 

He pointed out that last summer 
trom Lethbridge to the southwest cor- 
ner of the province grasshoppers were 
thick but because the district did not 
have any crops the farmers did not 
Pay any attention to the pests and 

~ there was no damage done. All condi- 
tions this spring are {deal for the ger- 
mination of the hoppers, he said, and 
undoubtedly the ground is sown thick 
with capuscles containing their eggs. 
Each grasshopper able to survive last 
winter's early start should be good for 
seventy fifive hoppers this spring, he 
estimated. 

The question of a preventive meas- 
ure is marked with difficulties. The 
searcity of feed and the flour situa- 
tion tends to make the obtaining of a 
successful poisoning exceedingly dif- 
ficult. He recommended a mixture of 
bran, molasses and paris green. In 
regard to bran, he said, investigations 
he has conducted show that this will 
be very hard to get. Horse manure is 
@ good substitute, but very few farm- 
ers have any on hand, as they decline 

_ to stable their horses in the winter 
time. Paris green is another part of 
the mixture that !s scarce. 

. Paris Green Scarce

Some Sound Advice 

Preceding the remarks of Mr. Strick 
land, Mr. Marnoch gave his thoughts 
about the weather and how It-is affect- 
ing crop prospects for this season, and 
irrigatino. He asked the members 
not to stop talking irrigation just be- 
cause a wet spring is blessing the 
farmers. 

As far as moisture conditions in 
the soil and subsoil are concerned the 
country around Lethbridge fs in even 
better shape than {ft was at the be- 
ginning of 1915, following upon the 
heavy wet snowstorm in October, 1914 
which was the real foundation for the 
Phenomenal crop of 1916. 

It is sometimes claimed that the 
climate of Sdéuthern Alberta and 
Southern Saskatchewan is unstable; 
that no one can forecast what is go- 
ing to happen; but that is a condition 
of stability in itself, for we know from 
long experience just that thing, that 
nobody can fortell what is going to 
happen.

Describing the life history of the 
hoppers, the speaker stated that they

YWitions fevor the hoppers. As soon as 
Phey are hatched the hoppers com- 
znence feeding on vegetation, and 
about July get their wings. Until that 
period they go throngh the fields in 
jarge numbers, 

The young hoppers are very suscept 
fble to weather conditions. A frost or 
two after they hatch would account 
for the killing of many of them. A 
warm spell during the next two or 
three weeke will bring about the best 
conditions possible for the pests. 

No provincia) entomologist is em- 
ployed in Alberta and therefore Mr. 
Strickland is working in co-operation 
with the province. He told of his ac- 
tions in bringing this subject to the

I think the saddest man I have ever 
seen was a farmer who came in a 


month or two ago to buy hay, who 


as to get the little piece of ground 


he had made sure that these rains 


would make him green feed, but they 
did not. There is the whole situation. 
We have not learned that we must 
bulld up reserves of feed and carry 
them over from year to year. 

The farmers in northern Alberta 
are learning the same lesson this 
year; they are discovering now that 
the climate will beat their best guess- 
ing sometimes, and that they were 
too eager to turn their reserves into 
ready money, and that although they 
sold a lot of their cattle there is not 
enough feed left to carry through 
those that they kept. : 

Everything in last year’s season and 
during this winter has conspired to 
bring about the situation that we now 
find ourselves in throughout the whole 
of this province—that we have evea 
now more cattle to feed than we have 
feed for. That is spilt milk, and 
there’s no use crying over it. But 
what I would like to say is that we 
should be looking out now to take care 
that we do not spill any more milk. 
No one can say what is going ‘to 
happen, that’s true; but everything 
seems to point to the forthcoming 
season landing us in a situation ex- 
actly the reverse of last year’s—espe- 
clally in the northern part of this 
province—and that the province will

the talk about frrigation is what 
brings the wet weather. Well, any- 
way that's a less impious way of get- 
ting moisture tha nthe Vulcan rain 
maker proposes—that of throwing up 
bombs at the Almighty to explode in 
his face, as Paul Kruger is sald once 
to have put it. But it will take quite 
a few years to get much more land 
under irrigation, so, if we talk sensi- 
bly, and act with good sense, we can 
go on talking without doing any 
damage. 

It is quite evident from the lateness 
of the season that there will be a 
great rush to get the crop in. There 
is a shortage of labor, quite as evi- 
dent now as it was at any time dur- 
ing the war. I should like to sug- 
gest to business man that he 
will be consulting his best business 
interests If he will do everything pos- 
sible to help to get the crop in. Ways 
and means to this end will suggest 
themselves to each individual, and 
we should all work to the same end.

In Canada there has beea no 


more breeding done than in the Unit- 
ed States, and what breeding has been 
done has been mostly of the smaller 
class of horse, Saskatchewan alone 
has 100,000 worthless horses today. 

According to economists, prices of 
horses before the war were propor- 
tionally too high, higher than almost 
any other class of article. During the 
war, prices of horses did not go up, 
while prices of almost everything else 
did. This along with a world-wide 
appeal for grains and meats, and the 
high prices being paid for these mat- 
erials was responsible for the depres- 
sion in the business. 

There is a revolution due, however, 
in the horse business. The day of the 
cayuse is gone, These light horses 
are being offered by the thousands at 
| but a few cents a pound. Some horse- 
men are now advocating making meat 
of them for shipment to the countries 
|where horse meat is consumed. Some 
shipments, in fact, have recently been 
jinade, 
Whether or not Canada is going 
jto play any great part in supplying 
|horses to Europe, there is one part 
she will have to play, and that is her 
own. “We are alone in our own 
\boat.” We cannot look to European 
countries for large shipments of pure- 
bred horses to build up our studs. 
They are busy with their own recon- 
struction, 

Therefore, the man who can go out 
now and purchase a few good mares, 
with a view to producing horses of 
the big drafty type, would appear to 
be taking advantage of the situation. 
Many are out after mares like these 
right now. They are also after suit- 
able. stallions to mate with these 
mares, and they seem to be having dif- 
ficulty in finding them, 
| In view of these facts can we not 
say the future of the horse industry 
looks bright. 

The automobile people have almost 
advertised horsemen out of existence, 
says Geo. F. Mason, Union Stock 
Yards, Chicago,

German-Irish Parallel 


Both Suffering From Their Own Re- 
volutionary Misdeeds 

Ireland and Germany are both suf- 
fering from their own revolutionary 
misdeeds, Both need a strong hand, 
if they are not—as the result of the 
new phase of the Irish situation aris- 
ing out of the Cork murders—to land 
themselves in the predicament of Rus- 
sia, under Bolhevism. In Russia ov- 
er 30,000,000 people have met their 
death since August, 1914, and about 
20,000,000 of these have lost their 
lives through civil war, famine and 
disease, Last year in Germany there 
was a heavy death-roll through civil 
war. When we come to Ireland the 
Sinn Fein revolutionaries between 
May, 1916, and December last have 
been responsible for 1,529 outrages, 
including murder, highway robbery, 
incendiarism, and firing into dwellings 
In Ireland there is a similar condition 
of affairs, similar, but on a smaller 
scale, to that existing in Germany and 
Russia, yet there is no excuse for af- 
ter-war revolution in Ireland. Ire- 
land has profiteered,more than any 
other country between 1914 and today.

Next Census Likely to Show A Pop- 
ulation of Considerably Over 
Nine Million 

Canada’s next census is likely to 
show a population or the Dominion 
of over nine million people. Figures 
recently published and based on de- 
partmental estimates, gave the popul- 
ation of the Dominion as 8,835,102, 
While these estimates in the past have 
proven approximately correct, it is to 
be pointed out that they covered a 
period which ended on March 31, 1919 
nearly a year ago. Since that time 
there has been a great influx of peo- 
ple to Canada, 

The major portion of Canada’s 
overseas forces around the four hund- 
has returned to 
Canada since that date, and immigra- 
tion from Great Britain, which lan- 
guished during the war years, has re- 
vived to a considerable extent, There 
has also been a considerable move- 
ment from the United States. With 
the return of such a large portion 
of the male population from overseas 
the natural increase should be much 
in excess of the period from 1914 to 
1919. With all these factors consid- 
ered, it would not be surprising if 
even the estimate of nine millions 
should be greatly exceeded.

adian Government's inspector of Bri- 


tish immigrant children, expresses 
gratification that the migration of 
children from orphanages to the Do- 
minion appears shortly to be resumed. 
Since 1916 this migration was prac- 
tically suspended, the report shows.

number of well-to-do farmers from 
across the border desire to investigate 
farm land prices in Saskatchewan 
with the end in view of establishing 
themselves here. Prices of farm lands 
in the Dakotas, Iowa and the north- 
western states, have increased to such 
a level that farmers find it quite pro-
